W ith the election due one month from today, the campaign 
may now be said to be entering its last lap.

T o date the campaign has not followed a norm al pattern—— 
largely because the Democratic candidates seem w illing to spend 
their time in a sort of dream w orld, in which they ignore all the 
urgent public issues of the times. 
•Many observers have reported that the voters are only 
slightly interested. This may or may not be true. 
Still water runs deep. 
It is much more likely that the men and women of Pennsyl 
Varna are privately well aware that there are things desperately 
wrong with our government, that our future depends prim arily 
upon the nature of the next C ongress, and that they are merely 
keeping their mouths shut about what they plan to do. 
Fortunately enough, while the New Dealers have been un 
w illing to discuss the true issues, they have succeeded in giving 
the public a series of striking examples of the sort of thing which
